WASHINGTON, May 14.—A 
House vote on a beer-Yor-revenue 
bill was assured today when 145 
members signed a petition to force 
the ballot. Sponsors of the petition 
said the vote would be taken Mon- 
day. May 23. The vote will be tak- 
en on the bill sponsored by Repre- 
sentatives O'Connor (Dem.), New 
York, and William E. Hull (Rep.).

WASHINGTON, May 14.—The 
Senate today resumed discussion of 
the Couzens amendment to the new 
revenue bill, through which the 
Michigan Senator seeks to restore 
wartime income tax rates. Those 
rates culminate in a surtax of 65 
per cent on income in excess of 
$1,000,000 a year, as against the 46 
per cent maximum provided in the 
bill. 

Supporting the Couzens proposal. 
Senator Dill «(Dem.), of Washing- 
ton, told the Senate today that the 
new billion of revenue needed to 
balance the budget “cannot be ob- 
tained from the impoverished farm- 
ers, the unemployed workers or the 
ruined depositors of the country.” 

“You have got to take the money 
from those who have it,” he vaid. 
“They are the people who boomed 
the stock market, split the shares, 
unloaded on the public and got out. 

“Tl have listened to the arguments 
of those opposing higher taxes on 
wealth, and I have no patience with 
them. If the rich people of this 
country are unwilling to bear their 
share of the cost of government. 
we should compel them. They took 
more than their fair share of profits 
during prosperity. 

“If they were wise, they would 
cheerfully pay a premium to pre- 
serve the system under which they 
have done so weil.” 

Describing conditions in his own 
State, Dill stated that the unem- 
ployed of Seattle have formed an 
organization which controls 50,000 
votes, one-third of the cntire vote 
of the city. 

“Yet.” he gontinued, “in times 
like these we are accused of ‘con- 
fiscation’ when we propose to take 
$796.000 from a man with an in- 
come of $1,000,000 a year! If there 
ig anyone who can't get along on 
$300,000 a year. he will get no sym- 
pathy from me. And I warn you 
that there is a generation coming 
that will not submit to go on the 
breadline and live on charity while 
a favored few have millions.” 
Georgian Backs Couzens’ Pian, 
A similar plea was made by 
Georgia’s new Senator. John S. 
Cohen. He declared the Couzens 
amendment was based on the only 


fair principle of taxation—ablility 
to pay. 
As Cohen concluded, Senator 


Couzens presented a table showing 
that the rates proposed by him 
were far lower than those prevaii- 
ing in Great Britain. 

Replying to questions, he said 
the Finance Committee’s experts 
estimated that his rates would yield 
$331,000.00 a year more than the 
rates in the bill, while the Treasury 
estimates they would yield only 
$193.000,000 more. He reminded 
the Senate that the Treasury has 
Often underestimated the tax yield 
in support of its own arguments. 

But even if the Treasury figures 
were correct, he said, adoption of 
his rates would enable Congress to 
eliminate the proposed new taxes 
on lubricating oil, automobiles, ra- 
dios, rubber and chewing gum 
and to raise the exemption under 
the admission tax. 3 

Trammell (Dem.), Florida, said 
that, although the Couzens rates 
‘would hit the rich, itt .eemed to 
him that they would also hit “the 
average American.” 

“The average American,” inter- 
posed Senator Huey Long, “hasn't 
got enough income to be taxed at 
all. The average American would 
be tickled to teath if he could 
make enough to get inside the 
taxable class.” 

Norris Answers Barkley. 

Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, said 
there was a difference between 
taxing smal] incomes and taxing 
such thinks a- admissions, “be- 
cause if a man doesn’t want to pay 
the tax to enter a baseball game, 
he doesn” have to go.” 

“But, if we dcn't increase these 
income taxes,” said Norris, Ne- 
braska Progressive, “we will have 
a sales tax in this bill. Then it 
will be said, I suppose, that if a 
man doesn’t want to pay a wx on 
his food, he can refuse to eat, in 
which case he will starve and 
won't have to pay any taxes.” 
Arguing vigorously for higher 
taxes on wealth, Norris declared 
the needed revenue should be ob- 
tained from “those who have a 
surplus over their actual needs, and 
not from people to whom the tax 
would mean a real sacrifice.” 

“It is almost inconceivable,” 
Norris said, “that any man can sec 
thousands of hungry people around: 
bim, little children half-naked and 
cold, millions struggling to stay 
alive, and stil] be willing to say 
that. he is not. satisfied wth $300,. 
000 a year! My God! What is 
there in these terrible times that 
any man wants which he cannot 
buy with $300,000 a year?”

STOPPED BY STRIKE 
OF 600 DRIVERS 


Employes of 16 Wholesale 
Companies Walk. Out in 
Protest Against 9 Per 
Cent Wage Cut. 

CHAIN GROCERS 

NOT AFFECTED 


Retailers Rush to Bakeries 
to Get Supply for Satur- 
day Market—No Effort to 
Replace Men. 


Six .hundred union bread wagon 
drivers went on strike this morning 
against a 9 per cent reduction in 
wages. 

Customecs of the 16 wholesale 


baking companies affected were 
without warning of the strike, and 
consequently grocery stores and 
restaurants were without fresh 
bread this morning. 

As soon as word of the walkout 
was received by storekcepers, the 
bakeries were besieged by cus- 
tomers demanding bread for the 
nsual heavy Saturday marketing. 
The strike does not affect chain 
groceries. 

The decision to strike was made 
at a meeting of the membership of 
Bread Drivers’, Salesmen and Help- 
ers Local Union 611 at Jeffla Hall 
last night. The unior voted unan- 
imously last Monday to strike in 
resistance to a wage cut of about 
9 per cent, and approval of the de- 
cision was received last night from 
the Internationa! Teamsters’ Union, 
with which Local 611 is affiliated 
Proposal of Employers. 

The working agreement between 
the union and employers, which 
had been in effect three years, ex- 
pired April 30. Under the agree- 
ment, drivers 
week, plus 5 per cent on weekly 
sales over $200. Fifty-nine route 
bosses were paid $59 weekly. Em- 
ployers demanded that the guar- 
antee to drivers be reduced to $30 
a week, later raising this to $34.50. 
with the 5 per cent commission to 
remain unchanged. The salaries of 
route foremen were set at $53.10 
a week by employers. 

The union, in negotiations with 
employers, offered to accept a re- 
duction of $2 a week, according to 
Harry L. Rueckstuhl, union secre- 
tary. This was not acceptable to 
employers, who were notified, 
Rucksth! says, that a strike could 
be expected. 

George S. Hammon, manager of 
the General Baking Co., and presi- 
dent of the Wholesale Bakers’ Club, 
said today that the union failed to 
keep a promise to give 24 hours’ 
notice of a strike. 

“We were notified at 3 o’clock 
this morning that the men would 
not take their wagons out,” Ham- 
mon said. 

According to Hammen, business 
has fallen off to the point where a 
reduction in wages is deemed nec- 
essary by employers. He said the 
price of bread has been reduced 
20 to 30 per cent within the last 
18 months, while wages have in- 
creased steadily for the last 14 
years. Hammon said the bakeries 
did not plan to attempt deliveries 
during the strike, relying on thetr 
customers to call for supplies. 

Many Routes Discontinued. 

The average earnings of bread 
drivers, including commissions, for- 
merly was $47 a week, and is now 
about $40, Ruckstuh! said. Due to 
business conditions, a number of 
routes have been discontinued, and 
existing routes have been extended 
so that drivers now work about 11 
hours daily, instead of nine. Ac- 
cording to Ruckstuhl, a large num- 
ber of drivers now receive only the 
salary guarantee because sales do 
not exceed the $20@ necessary to 
collect commissions. » 

Arrangements for picketing the 
bakeries and for payment of strike 
benefits of $20 weekly were made 
at a meeting of the union this 
morning. The drivers plan to visit 
their customers, explaining the sit- 
uation and urging store keepers and 
restaurant proprietors to purchase 
their bakery goods from retail bak- 
ers during the strike. 

Local 611 has a membership of 
about 1100 men, including, in addi- 
tion to bread drivers, drivers of pie 
and yeast delivery wagona.

PITTSBURG MAYOR

Found Guilty of Malfeas- 
ance in Office Because of 
Purchases Made for City 
Illegally.

BUTLER, Pa., May 14.—Mayor 
Charles H. Kline of Pigtsburg, and 
Bertram L. Succop, former Pitts- 
burg City Supplies Director, were 
convicted of malfeasance in office 
today. 

The Mayor was convicted on 
one count of the joint indictment. 
Succop, a Colonel in the 1lith In- 
fantry, U. S. Army, during the 
World War, was convicted on sev- 


eral counts. 

The officials were indicted after 
ran investigation of city buying 
methods. The State charged that 
contracts for city supplies were let 
to others than the low tidders, and 
that some purchases were made 
without bids being asked. 

Mayor Kline discha.ged Succop 
during the grand fury investiga 
tion in Pittsburg. They were 
brought to trial in Butler County 
after the State Supreme Court 
granted them a change of Venue. 

The Mayor’s defense principally 
was that his many duties required 
that he trust the matter of city 
purchases to subordinates and that 
there was no “wilfu.” or “wrong- 
ful” motive in the manner of the 
purchases. 

The convictions culminated a 
long fight of a Pittsburg Citizens’ 
Comntittee against alleged practices 
of the city administration. City 
Council refused to investigate 
charges of favoritism in the let- 
ting of contracts. Thereupon, the 
matter was laid before the County 
Prosecutor and the grand jury in- 
vestigation followed. 

Mayor Kline was the only man 
ever re-elected to serve as Mayor 
of Pittsburg. He formerly was a 
Judge of the Allegheny County 
Common Pleas bench and political 
supporters, he has said, virtually 
“drafted” him as a mayoralty can- 
didate. 

A motion for a new trial for both 
defendants was made after the ver- 
dict was read at the opening of 
court this morning. 

The Mayor remains in office as 
a result of the motion. The Court 
gave the defense 30 days to prepare 
reasons why a rew trial should be 
granted. 

The fury recommended the light- 
est possible sentences in both cases. 
The Mayor was acquitted on 12 
counts and Succop on nine.

PRESIDENT ISSUES 
ANOTHER STATEMENT 


Calls for ‘Win the War’ 
Spirit and Unity of Action 
to Overcome the Nation’s 
Problems. 


WASHINGTON, May 14.—In the 
seclusion of committee rooms, @& 
group of Democrats today worked 
on plans expected to lead to an ac- 
ceptable all-around plan of Federal 
relief, modeled somewhat on the 
$1,500,000,000 compromise evolved 
by the President and Democratic 
Leader Robinson. 

Under the plan money would be 
lent to states for jobless relief and 
the Reconstruction Corporation 
would advance funds for private 
and Government projects. 

President Hoover has _ called 
again for unity of effort, and a 
“win the war” spirit to overcome 
the national problems. 

The President in*a statement 
late yesterday said: 

“Our job in the Government is 
unity of action to do our part in 
an unceasing campaign to re-estab- 
lish public confidence. That is 
fundamental to recovery. 

“The imperative and immediate 
step is to balance the budget and 
I am sure the Government will stay 
at this job until it is accomplished. 

“When our people recover from 
frozen confidence then our credit 
machinery will begin to function 
once more on a normal basis and 
there will be no need to exercise 
the emergency powers already vest- 
ed in any of our governmental 
agencies or the further extensions 
we are proposing for the Recon- 
struction Corporation. 

“If by unity of action these ex- 
tensions of powers are kept within 
the limits I have proposed they do 
not affect the budget. They do not 
constitute a drain on the taxpayer. 
They constitute temporary mobili- 
zation of timid capital for the posi- 
tive and definite purpose of speed- 
ing the recovery of business, agri- 
culture and employment. 

“I have, however, no taste for 
any such emergency powers in the 
Government. But we are fighting 
the economic consequences of over- 
liquidation and unjustified fear as 
to the future of the United States. 

“The batttle to set our economic 
machine in motion in this emerg- 
ency takes no forms and requires 
new tactics from time to time. We 
used such emergency powers to win 


the war: we can use them to fight/| 


the depression, the misery and suf- 
fering from which are equally 


great.”

BODY OF LINDBERGH 
BABY IS CREMATED 


With the body of their kidnaped 
and murdered baby cremated yes- 
terday, Col. Lindbergh was in a 
state bordering on exhaustion today 
and his wife, who is expecting an- 
other child within a few months, 
was jll and ordered to bed by 
physicians. 

Lindbergh had been long without 
sleep in his unremitting efforts to 
get back his son, Charles Augustus 
Jr., kidnaped the night of March 1. 
Mrs. Lindbergh was said to have 
borne the shock with remarkable 
fortitude. It was said her condition 
was not serious and that her phy- 
sicians had ordered her to bed last 
night as a precautionary measure. 

The ashes of the murdered baby 
rested today in an urn in a crema- 
tory chapel at Linden pending or- 


[were announced. 

Just before cremation yesterday 
Col. Lindbergh -identified the body 
positively as that of his infant son. 
As he entered the room where the 
body lay just as it had been found 
late the afternoon before, buried 
hastily under leaves and brush not 
five miles from the Lindbergh 
home, he was asked: “Col. Lind- 
bergh, do you positively identify 
this baby?” 

Only the head, which had been 
struck a terrific blow that caused 
death, was to be seen. A sheet cov- 
ered the rest. 

Steeling himself, Lindbergh said: 
“Take that off.” 

The covering was removed. Lind- 
bergh stood alone. 

Half an hour, and the ordeal was 
over. The body was taken from 
Trenton to Linden for cremation. 
Police authorities remonstrated 
mildly. They felt that further cx- 
amination of the body might pos- 
sibly provide some clews to the 
killer. Lindbergh, however, was 
insistent that cremation be not de- 
ig and his wishes were respect- 
ed.

Three Units of Government Service 
Working on Case. 

WASHINGTON, May 14. — The 
Treasury Department today dircct- 
ed the United States Secret Service 
and the intelligence unit of the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau to do what 
they could in the search for the 
kidnapers and slayers of Charles 
Augustus Lindbergh Jr. 

Treasury officials said the intel- 
ligence unit of the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau had had men assigned 
to aid Col. Lindbergh and that they 
would remain on that assignment. . 
Elmer L. Irey, chief of the unit, 
accompanied Col. Lindbergh on his 
recent flight to the Massachusetts 
coast seeking the baby and has 
conferred with him frequently. 

W. H. Moran, chief of the Secret 
Service, declined to say what his 
unit would do in the case other 
than that he had received instruc- 
tions to take what action he could 
to aid the New Jersey authorities. 

Still another governmental inves- 
tigating agency may be called into 
the case by the use of the mails to 
get the $50,000 ransom money from 
Col. Lindbergh. This phase of the 
case would fal] under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Postoffice Department 
which maintains a highly skilled 
corps of investigators.

snare $200,000 more through Curtis 
when the body was found.” 
Account of Negotiations. 
The Daily News gave the follow- 
ing account of attempts made by 
Curtis and Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh to consummate negotiations 
with the men they thought to be 
holding the baby: 
The gang, aboard a 116-foot fish- 
ing schooner of the Gloucester type 
with an auxiliary 275-horsepower 
motor, put out from Cape May, N. 
J.. the night of April 21. Curtis 
was led to believe the baby was. 
put aboard that same night. 
The day before Curtis had visited 
this boat at sea off Cape May and 
knew there was no baby aboard at 
that time. 
| Then followed a long and fruit- 
less attempt by Curtis, later joined 
by Lindbergh himself, to find the 
boat and make a definite deal. 
The gang had furnished Curtis 
with numerous “proofs” that they 
were the ectual kidnapers and had 
the baby. They gave to Curtis, for

Talk of placing. e substantial 
part of the ransom demand. in 
escrow in Curtis’ hands ended with 
Lindbergh turning a $50,000 check 
over to Curtis. This amount, how- 
ever, never fell into possession of 
the gang. 
Curtis anc Lindbergh went out 
on the Atlantic twice last Sunday 
in an 85-foot auxiliary ketch-rigged 
yacht, the Cachalot, hoping to 
weather the heavy seas better in 
that craft than in the power’yacht 
Marcon they had been using. 

Long List of Excuses. 

The gang with whom they were 
dealing gave a long list of excuses 
to explain their failure to g0 
through with negotiations. 

Once they sent a message: “Be 
patient, we were so close to you 
last night we could hear your ex- 
haust.” 

Another message read: “Do not 
lose hope. Hurry up. Baby is se- 
viously ill from seasickness.” 
Another failure to keep a contact 
appointment was explained by this 
word: “Couldn’t make position dur- 
ing last three days, account burne 
out bearing.” ' 
But the main excuse was the 
presence of “enemy” ships. They 
talked repeatedly of hijackers. 
They said they had the baby 
aboard in charge of a shanghaied 
nurse. They told Curtis the big 
part of his job was to get immunity 
for the nurse and skipper, who 
were pictured as being kept under 
the constant range of the gang's 
guns, 

Had Child Aboard Yacht. 
Curtis said he thought the gang 
actually had taken a child aboard 
the yacht and planned to turn it 
over as the Lindbergh baby on pay- 
ment of the ransom demanded. 

He said the skipper, whose name 
he furnished to authorities, had 
been in the hands of the gang for 
three weeks and that his hair actu- 
ally had turned white. 

White towels flying from the 
masthead were designated as the 
means by which Curtis was to spot 
the gang’s craft.

Richards on Stand, Dentes 
He Talked With Medlock

Levinson again, he testified. On 
this occasion they tal.:ed largely 
oi generalities. Richards, a grad- 
uate of the Washington Univer- 
sity School of Law. dec.ared Lev- 
inson complimented him on the 
handling of several cases and pre- 
dicted a bright future for him. 

He heard from Heuer by tele- 
phone at 5:15, he continued. Heu- 
er, he said, asked if the ransom 
would be paid and Richards re- 
plied that it would be ready in his 
office. Then, he said, Hever told 
him Berg would be released at 
11:45 o’c.ock that night at Ham- 
ilton avenue and Roosevelt place. 

“Then Heuer said, “Take this 
down, too,’”* the witness said. “ ‘De- 
liver $11,000 of the money to a 
man named Eyerkuss (Curtis Med- 
lock), at eighteen hundred and- 
something North Twentieth street. 
Give $500 te my brother John. 
Leave $3000 for George Peak (who 
had pointed out Berg to the kid- 
napers) at the office of Tom Rowe 
the lawyer and tell him to hold it 
until somebody calis for it. Take 
the balance to Kansas City. Regis- 
ter at the Baltimore Hotel and wait 
until you get a call from a man 
named Blackie.’ ”’ 

He returned to Levinson’s office 
after he had finished talking to 
Hever, by telephone, he continued, 
and there told Levinson of the 
plans for Berg’s release.

WAGE CUTS ‘UNDERWRITE’ 
SLUMP, SAYS A. F. L. HEAD 


President Green Declares Immedi- 

ate Task Is to Put Jobless 

to Work.

" WASHINGTON, May 14.—Wage- 
cutting was condemned last night 
by President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor as 
“the underwriting of the depres- 
sion” and like “‘blood-letting.” 

In an address he opposed wage 
slashing in private industry as un- 
wise economically and by the Gov- 
ernment as inconsequential in its 
effect toward balancing the budget. 

Defining the immediate problem 
“to place men and women now idle 
at work in the industrial establish- 
ments and business enterprises of 
the nation, thus restoring to them 
their buying power and reviving 
markets which have been dormant 
for the last three years.” Green 
said, “any avoidable increase in 
unemployment, at this time, would 
be most deplorable. 

“This policy should be supple- 
mented by a fixed and determined 
effort to maintain the existing di- 
minished purchasing power of 
those who ace employed, using that 
as a basis upon which to rebuild 
our shattered economic structure.”

Capt. Fried Makes Third 
Thrilling Rescue at Sea. 
In Saving Atlantic Flyer’ 
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Skipper of the Roosevelt Launches Boat in 
High Waves to Pick Up Lou Reichers — 
: Off Irish Coast.

NEW YORK, May 14.—Capg. 
George Fried of the United States 
liner President Roosevelt, already 


veteran of two thrilling rescues at 
sea, and his chief officer, Harry 
Manning, launched a lifeboat off 
the southernmost point of Ireland 
last night and picked up Lou 
Reichers, Trans-Atliantic flyer, out 
of a raging sea. ‘ 

Reichers was about 180 miles 
from Dublin, the second stop of 
his attempted flight to Paris, when 
disaster befeli him. ‘Starting from 
Newark, N. J.. he landed at Har- 
bor Grace, N. F., early yesterday. 
He took off again at 5:50 a. m. 
yesterday, hoping to reach Dublin 
by & p. m., Eastern standard time, 
then proceed to Paris. He sought 
to cut in half the time af Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh, made in his 
flight in 1927.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT, 
May 14.—Lou Reichers, Newark 
flyer, was aboard my ship today, 
bound for New York, after a thrill- 
Ing rescue from a stormy sea last 
night which ended his attempt to 
set a new record for a flight from 
Newark to Paris. : 

Reichers, who took off - from 
Newark aimport at 11:02 Thursday 
night, was picked up out of the sea 
47 miles off Fastnet, a rocky islet 
near the southernmost tip of Ire- 
land, shortly after 9:30 p. m., 
Greenwich mean time. 

At 9:10 p. m. we sighted his 
plarve as it fluttered down to a 
lending. The weather was hazy 
and the visibility poor, A strong 
south wind was whipping up a4 
heavy sea. 

I maneuvered the President 
Roosevelt alongside the crippled 
plane near enough to launch a life- 
boat. Chief Officer Manning went 
over with Life Boat No. 10 and 
worked it up beside the plane, 
finally succeeding, in spite of the 
adverse conditions, in helping 
Reichers out of the crushed frse- 
lage into the boat. - 

Reichers was suffering from a 
broken nose and several minor in- 
juries incurred in his landing amid 
the high waves. He had several 
cuts on his face. He was brought 
to the ship by the boat’s crew end

The fuselage of the plane was 
damaged and one wing cracked 
up. We were able to salvage 
neither the lifeboat nor the plane. 

Reichers was forced down, he 
said, by the damage to the plane

Capt. Fried’s Previous Rescues in 
Atlantic Ocean. 

Capt. Fried’s first great rescue 
was the crew of the British 
freighter Antinoe in mid-Atlantic 
on Jan. 27, 1926. It is one of the 
epics of Atiantic storms. 

When he went alongside the ship 
the storm was unabated and the 
Antinoe was listing badly. It was 
Unable even to show a light. He 
called for a volunteer crew to‘-man 
a lifeboat. They took 12 men to 
the Roosevelt. 

During the night of the second 
day the fury of the storm died 
down somewhat and, although the 
gale still. blew and the sea was 
pounding “the distressed freighter, 
First Officer Hiller, in charge of 
the volunteer rescue crew, decided 
to take a chance. They reached the 
Antinoe again and took the remain- 
ing 12 of the starving crew to the 
Roosevelt. 

Fried and his crew received 
medals from King George of En- 
giand and President Coolidge gave 
the Navy Cross to the captain. 

On Jan. 24, 1929, Fried, then in 
command of the liner America, 
rescued the entire crew of the Ital- 
ian steamer Florida just before it 
sank. 


The rescue was carried out in a 
heavy gale and show squall by a 
lifeboat crew in-charge of Chief 
Officer Harry Manning, who res- 
cued Reichers yesterday. 

A crowd of 10,000 cheered the 
captain and the crew of the Amer- 
ica when it landed with the rescued 
men at Hoboken two days later. A 
big parade was held on Broadway 
in New York. Fried was heaped 
with honors at Washington and 
praised by President Coolidge. 

Premier Mussolini and the Ital- 
ian Government sent their thanks 
to the United States and iater 
awarded medals to the captain and 
eight members of the crew. 

Fried was born in Worcester, 
Mass., 565 years ago. He served in

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| OUR FRIENDS, THE BIRDS. 

In an editorial entitled, “Menace of the Cat,” re- 
published on this page, the American Medical Journal 
directs attention to the destruction of birds by mem- 
bers of the cat family. The condemnation doeg not 
apply so much to domestic cats, which, if well fed and 
cared for-as pets, are not inclined to engage in bird 
hunting, and are sometimes quite useful in destroy- 
ing mice, It is the homeless cats, that run wild either 
in the city or in the fields and woods of the country, 
which-kill birds and sma]] fowls, 

Wild eats are a destructive nuisance in town and 
country, but they are not the only enemies of the 
birds. There are some birds of prey that destroy 
the eggs and young of other birds, but it is impos- 
sible to get rid of all of them, and some of them are 
quite useful as destroyers of pests of various kinds. 
Some non-poisonous snakes have a fondness for birds 
and birds’ eggs, but they, too, frequently serve a 
useful purpose of killing off pests. The persistent 
enemies of the birds are boys who have not been 
taught to protect the birds instead of killing them 
and breaking up their nests. 

Life would lose much of its enjoyment and would 
be almost unbearable without the birds. They are 
the most persistent and active enemies of insect pests, 
which, without birds, would destroy trees and plants 
in the vegetable and flower gardens and denude the 
fields, leaving us almost helpless against myriads of 
insects. Every bird devours thousands of insects. 

Aside from this useful and protective activity of 
the birds, what would the woods and fields and lawns 
be without*these beautiful feathered creatures. and 
their melodious songs? Everywhere, in bush and 
tree, the beautiful, sometimes brilliant, plumage of 
the birds delighta the eye, Their melodious songs 
please the ear, If they were absent, they would leave 
@ great blank in life. 

Birds are at their best now, in great variety, flit-| 
ting about in shrubbery and trees, nesting and sing: 
ing. From the tiniest wren or chickadee to the gor- 
geous cardinal and bluejay, they are filling the air 
with beauty and melody, The cardinal] stays with us 
winter and summer, but most of the other birds of 
song and bright plumage follow the robin, who {fs 
the harbinger of spring, and stay with us unti) frost 
drives them south. Tanagers, ornate with color, par- 
ticularly the scarlet tanager, who appears as a flash 
of scarlet across the sky, the bluebird and the Balti- 
more oriole, with his pendant nest, and lovely song, 
are frequent visitors, while the brown thrasher, the 
catbird and occasionally the mocking bird, fill the 
air with exquisite notes. Then there are the song 
sparrow, the tufted titmouse, the vireos, the various 
woodpeckers, all gorgeously clad, thrushes, occasiona!] 
groups of wild canaries and the light-hearted lark, 
not to mention the iridescent grackle, whose plumage 
illuminated by the tun is a rainbow. 

We must protect the birds as far as possible from 
all enemies. We can destroy the wild cats and tame 
the boys, and we can give the birds refuge and feed 
them when they need it. They amply repay all of 
our kindly attention and care. They repay us richly.

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Menace of the Cat

ACH year the Noise Abatement Com- 

mission of New York City receives more 
than 2000 letters complaining about the 
nightly howling of cats. The director of 
the Anima] Rescue League of Boston re- 
cently stated that his society handled in 
that city alone 5000 cats a month. A Con- 
necticut trapper in the course of his win 
ter’s work caught 30 errant cats in his trat 
that were set for fur-bearing animals. Mil- 
lions of domestic cats gone wild are said 
to inhabit Australia, and are rapidly de- 
stroying the bird life of that continent. 
Game keepers in different atates agree that 
in the last 25 years the errant cat has be- 
come the worst of al] enemies to birds. 

British Columbia reports that in the Far 
North the valuable sooty grouse has been 
almost exterminated by cats. On Martha's 
Vineyard they have been partly responsib! 
for the extinction of the heath hen, and on 
islands along the coast have annihilated 
the breeding colonies of gulls and of terns. 
In Wisconsin, where the raising of pheas- 
ants was an important industry, the ca 
was found to be the most destructive dep- 
redator, and in that State the cat has been 
Outlawed, except under such contro! as 
prescribed by the Legislature. There are 
probably few pefsons living who have no 
at some time seen a cat spring upon some 
helpless and harmless bird. 

The cat is not always the innocent pur- 
ring creature that she seems to be whe? 
lying before the fireside or sleeping on the 
sofa, Indeed, the intimate contact with 
people which catg enjoy is sometimes * 
menace to human life, for they may carry 
in their bodies or :n their fur the causative 
agents of human disease. Rat bite fever 
has in several] instances followed the bite 
of a cat. A dog tapeworm and the ho 
roundworm are harbored by cats. Brucella 
melitensis, the cause of undulant fever, hay 


of infeeted cats. Cats are the hosts of s¢ 
eral animal parasites, some of which 4f 
transferable to man. The liver fluke !s * 
natura] inhabitant of the cat. 

Since the female errant cat, which pre 
duces several litters a year, is the chief 
source of supply, Dr, Robert T. Morris has 
proposed a tax of $5 on female cats in 
order to limit, in a humane way, the ur 
wanted and unfecessary army of cats ané 
thus fe prevent the destruction of birds 
which may be laid directly to cats. Th 
has béén a tax on dogs for many year 
Why not tax cats?

Of Centennial of Telegraph 


President Praises Samuel F. B. Morse in Spe- 
— cial Message Sent by Wire From 
White House.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Presi- 
in a message dis- 
patched over the most modern and 


fast moving of telegraphic instru- 
ments, joined today in honoring the 


memory of Samuel F. B. Morse cn 


the centennial of his conception of 
the telegraph. 


The President pressed in the 


White House a gold-studded tele- 
graph key, to open a world-wide 
celebration of Morse’s invention andi 


its revolutionizing of the world's 


communication system. 


In hts special message, the Presi- 
dent praised the inventor and his 
work as “an inspiration to man- 
kind.” The message follows: 

“I am giad to open this world- 
wide centennial celebration of the 
invention of the Morse telegraphic 
code and of the electrical transmis- 
sion of these signals. 

“It is a-source of pride to all 
Americans that the vast system of 
instantaneous communications by 
means of the electrical telegraph 
originated in the mind of an Amer- 
ican, Samuel F. B. Morse, whose 
culture was an honor to his coun- 
try and whose character was an in- 
spiration to mankind.” 

The startling change brought 


into methods of communication in- 


itiated by Morse in laboriously 
flashing out his first public mes- 


sage—‘What hath God wrought”— 


was epitomized throughout today’s 
celebration. 

The President's special message 
was carried swiftly from the White 
House to the rooms of the United 
States Supreme Court, from which

The unemployment situation, he 
said, “is not a situation that is go- 
ing to cure itself.

Mr. Kreuger said 
he had that much stock, but that 
he disliked having the Internation- 
al company’s ownership of Dia. 
mond stock talked of. We later 
found out that International owned 
a lot more Diamond stock.” 

International’s holdings in the 
Diamond company were represent- 
ed by the “Z” of the “X Y Z” sym- 
bols which were brought to light 
at an earlier hearing. 

Murnane testiifed he was not
